At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Conference  Jxily  12,  4.946, 
attended  by  Messrs.  Tolson,  Glavin,  Rosen,  Harbo,  Nichols,  Tracy  and  Ladd, 
the  question  was  presented  with  reference  to  the  National  Intelligence 
Authority’s  proposal  to  mail  out  questionnaires  to  aliens  arriving  in  the. 

United  States  and  citizens  retuniing  to  the  United  States  from  points  abn 
was  discussed.  The  ^Conference  was  advised  that  it  is  the  present  intent^n  of 
the  National  Intelligence  Authority  to  index  all  of  these  names,  to  subndt 
questionnaires  to  those  who  appear  from  the  original  infoimation  to  possess 
information  of  value  to  the  intelligence  program,  and  upon  the  return  of  these 
questionnaires  to  send  those  which  appear  to  have  information  of  military 
value  to  the  Army  and  those  containing  apparent  naval  information  to-  ONI,  with 
a  request  that  those  agencies  interview  the  individual  for  more  complete- 
details.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  question  presents  itself  as  to  who  should  i 
interview  the  remaining  individual's,  whether  the  FEE  should  insist.. on  its 
rights  to  conduct  such  interviews  or  whether  CEG  should  be  peimit.ted  or  en¬ 
couraged  to  set  up  investigators  for  that  pui^jose  in  this  country** 

It  was  proposed  that  the  Bureau  should  try  and-  effect  some 
distribi^ion  of  the  responsibilities  for  interviews  almost  along  the'  lines  ]  ' 

’^N^.of  our  delimitation  agreements,  with  Naval  Intelligence  to  conduct  interviews 
in  those  cases  in  which  the  potential  infoimation  relates  to  matters  of  primary' 

Navy  interest.  Military  Intelligence  to  conduct  those  interviews  relating  to 
Military  objectives,  including  locations  of  factories  and  all  other  physical 
topographical  and  geographical  information  which  might  be  of  potenti^  .use  in  the  com¬ 
piling  of  bomb  targets,  etc.,  and  the  FEE  to  conduct  those  interviOTS, relating 
to  subversive  activities,  "fifth  column",  etc.  ‘  s  »  ’ 

The  Executive  Conference  was  unanimous  regarding  this  latte

I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Central  Intelligence  Gr^up  of  the 
National  Intelligence  Authority  on  the  aflemoon  of  July  2,  1946.  This  ' 
meeting  vras  held  to  discuss  the  attached  directive  #10.  Representatives 
of  the  Immigration  and  Customs  Service  -were  present,  and  after  discussing 
the  attached  diirective,  ,it  was  agreed  that  Immigration  and  Customs  would 
be  able  to  have  the  additional  questions  needed  hy  the  Central  Intelligence, 
Group  included  on  the  questionnaire  and  obtained  from  all  aliens  arriving 
in  the  United  States  in  order  that  the  National  Intelligence  Agency  could 
index  and  have  available  in  its  central  files,  the  names  of  all  aliens  and 
infoimation  concenaing  the  location  from  which  they  had  come,  as  well  as  ft 
the  names  of  citizens  and  the  locations  and  places  which  they  Jaadivisi tod 
in  Europe.  It  was  then  the  plan  of  the  NIA  to  review  these  quOsti ombres 
and  any  of  those  which  appeared  to  possess  information  of  value  on  a  particular 
area  such  as  the  economics,  financial  setup,  location  of  various  type  of 
factories,  could  be  sent  a  questionnaiw  by  the  NIA  which  upon  execution  and 
return  to  the  NIA  by  the  individual  could  further  be  studied  and  in  the 
event  it  was  deemed. desirable,  the  infoimation  obtained  thereby  could  be 
referred  either  to  the  Army,  Na’jy,  FET  or  other  interested  agency  and  in 
the  event  the  other  interested  agency  deemed  it  pertinent,  that  person

Intelligence  Authority  covers  a  proposal  that  a  type  of  Questionnaire 
Will  be^svrft~tir^ersons  entering  the  United  States  to ,  determine  whether 
they  have  information  of  value  on  a  particular  subject  with  reference  to 
some  foreign,  country  in  which  they  have  lived  or  travelled^  If  the 
question  i&  "affirmative  in  its  answers^  the  person,  will  be  interviewed 
to  obtain  the  data  which  he  possesses.  This  will  probably  raise  the  ques — 


tion  as  to  who  will  interview  these  people  in  the  United  States  to  obtain 
information  relating  to  economics  j  finances,  industrial  information, 
subversive  activities,  or  other  data  which  are  of  an  intelligence  nature 
but  which  are  not  of  immediate  and  direct  Army  or  Havy  interest*  The 
consideration  of  this  question  must  of  necessity  include  the  realisation 
that  if  the  Bureau  declines  to  interview  the  people  submitting  affirmative 
information  on  the  questionnaires  returned  to  the  national  Intelligence 
Authority,  that  Authority  will  be  Justified  in  establishing  an  investiga- 
'tive  unit  for  operation  within  the  United  States*  Of  course^  the 
information  sought  by  this  unit  will  ostensibly,  at  least,  relate  to 
conditions  outside  the  United  States,  The  establishment  of  this  investi¬ 
gative  unit,  however,  must  be  viewed  in  the  light,  of  its  being  potentially 
the  '^camel^s  nose  under  the  tent'*  in  so  far  as  the  .usurpation  of  the 
domestic  Jurisdiction  is  concerned,  I  think  the  Bureau  should  gird 
itself  for  an  all-out  fight  against  permitting  the  national  Intelligence 
Authority  to  operate  in  the  domestic  field,  but  I  do  think  that  we  will 
have  to  figuratively  walk  a  tight  rope  in  meeting  some  of  the  issues.

On  July  20,  1946,  Anibasaador  Orme  Wilson  called  me  to  his  office 
and  permitted  me  to  soan  part  of  a  cable  he  had  received  from  the  Department 
of  State  on  the  previous  day.  This  tmdoubtedly  ms  identical  with  the  circular 
cablegram  described  in  the  Bureau  cablegram  of  reference,  inasmuch  as  the 
phraseology  ms  quite  similar*. 

Ouring  the  conversation  it  developed,  that  itoe  Ambassador  tod 
received  word  ■Utot  this  office  muld  bo  olosed  and  I  wqidd_leaye  Port-au- 
Prinoe  bh  September  30  ne::i^.  The  Ambassador  expressed  his  satisfaction 
that  the  office  would  be  kept  open  for  the  time  being  and  remarked,'  ‘‘You; 
will  probably  be  replaced  by  somebody  else,” 

I  did  not  wish  to  pursue  the  matter  of  my  replacement  at  the 
time  but  subsequently  determined  that  the  Ambassador  has  a  pipeline  in 
,the  State  Department  who  keeps  him  informed.  This  pipelino  recently  ^ 
advised  of  the  date  this  office  would  be  closed  and  of  the  probability  \ 
thht  the  Central  Intelligence  Group  muld  be  able  to  ftarnish  an  operative'^ 
for  thia^mission  when  the  FBI  personnel  here  .is  withdrawn.  The  ind^^tiqns 
are  that  the  Ambaswdor  is  resigned  to  the  Bureau’s  determinatiqnf^oclose 
«,isomce.

1946,  as  is  reflected  in  your  memorandum  to  the  Director  dated  Ju^  18,1946. 


Pursuant  to  the'  approval  of  the  Director,  inventories  of  equiixnent  of.i 
oiu*  field  SIS  stations  which  could  be  turned  over  to  the  CIG  were  prepared,  .re-, 
viewed  ly  the  Administrative  Division,  and  turned’  over  to  the  CIG  as  reflected  ' 
in  ny  memorandum  of  JiQy  23 j  1946.  In  general  we  reserved  for  return  to  the  Bureau 
all  firearms,  cameras,  technical  equipment  of  all  ld.nds,  block  stanjang  machines, 

•  automobiles  shipped  to  South  America  by  the  Bureau,  etc.  With  reference  to  radio 
stations  also  in  accordance  with  the  approval  of  the  Director,  it  was  proposed  to 
the  CIG  that  they  furnish  to  us.  in  Washington  identical  equipment  to  that  maintained 
in  Latin  America,  whereupon  our  equipment  would  be-  retained  in  Latin  America  for 
the  CIG.  This  was  agreed  to  by  the  GEG  and  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  furnishing 
them  inventories  of  radio  equipment.

The  Richmond  Field  Division  has  called  to  the  attention  of  the  ^ 

Bureau  an  article  entitled  «The  r&tional  Intelligence  Authority"  hy  David  K.  ,  - 

S.  Bruce  which  appeared  in  The  Virginia  Quarterly  Review,  sunmer  issue  of  1946, 

Bruce  is  described  by  the  magazine  as  an  Amy  officer  who  in  the  latter  part  of 
1945  rounded  out  four  years  of  service  viith  the  COI,  which  later  became  the  OfUceo  ‘ 
of  Strategic  Services.  He  is  said  to  have  served  for  2^  years  in  the  Field  Artillery 
during  the  first  Vforld  ’.far  and  to  have  later  entered  the  United  States  Foreign  Ser^ce. 
It  is  said  that  much  of  Bruce's  service  with  OSS  was  in  Great  Britain  airi  the  Review 
adds  that  his  practical  esqperience  at  home  and  abroad  enables  him  to  speak  with 
authority  in  urging  bhe  importance  of  a  strong  Central  Intelligence  organization 
for  this  countiy. 


Bruce  begins  his  discussion  by  pointing  out  the  necessity  for  mintenance 
of  a  strong  American  Foreign  Intelligence  Agency  on  a  permanent  basis.  He  reviews  ^ 
the  inadequacies  of  our  intelligence  organizations  prior  to  Tforld  ¥ar  II,  stressir^ 
the  fact  that  until  that  time‘  we  had  no  Intelligence  services  of  any  kind  worthy  ,A/ 
of  the  name.  He  pointed  out  that  we  were  unique  among  the  great  powers  in 
respect,  Bruce  recalled  that  in  World  War  I  the  United^  States  had  established  a 
Cryptographic  Corps  and  that  in  1929  this  had  been  dissolved.  He  added  that  during 
1917  and  1918  the  Amy  and  Mvy  had  developed  a  slight  acquaintance  with  the  techniques 
of  secret  intelligence  and  counterespionage  activities,  but  that  the  most  capable  men 
engaged  in  this  work  were  soon  dispersed.  ^  ^

incredible  that  we  have  been  so  unaware  of  Japanese  plans  and  projects.  The  Japanese 
scarcely-  attempted  to  conceal  their  spying  activities.  Counterespionage,  monitoring 
and  interception  of  messages  from  their  Consulates  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  should 
,have  yielded  ;a  rich  harvest,"  It  is  then  pointed  out  that  we  should  have  drastically^ 
Reorganized  our  intelligence  sef^ce  immediately,  but  we  failed  to  do  so.  Here  the 
jauthor  speaks  disparagingly  of  the  Activities  ofi’G-2  and  ONI  and  to  the  short-si ghtddness 
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of  the  State  Department.  He  points  out  that  the  latter  refused  to  permit  the  assign¬ 
ment  of  trained  observers  to  Vichjr  Prance  who  could  have  worked  with  the  French 
underground.  He  then  begins  a  discussion  of  the  establishment  and  activities  of 
the  Office  of  Coordinator  of  Information  (COI)  under  William  J,  Donovan,  which  he 
refers  to  as  the  first  organization  in  Uiti-ted  States •  History  which  promised 
I  centralization  of  data  required  for  strategic  decisions  on  highest  policy  levels. 

Bruce  points  out  that  Donovan  encountered  jealousies  on  the  part  of  War,  Ifeivy  and 
State  Department  offid.aIs,  but  because  of  his  '»abili1y,  courage,  and  imagination'* 
and  *»his  almost  unique  qualities  of  leadership  and  his.  remarkable  facility  of 
eliciting  from  all  types  of  men  and  women  loyal  and  conscientious  service  to  the 
government"  he  was  able  to  attract  men  of  inestimabl;e.  ?  v^orth  to  the  new  organization. 
Bruce  extols  the  accomplishments  of  the  COI  and  OSS  during  the  war,  but  points  out 
that  because  of  the  above-mentioned-  jealousies  of  the  older  services  the  organization 
never  reached  its  highest  potential  of  success. 


Bruce  then  refers  to  the  well-known  "Donovan  plan,*’  which  he  says  was  pre¬ 
pared  at  the  suggestion  of  the  President  and  outlined  a  peiroanent  postwar  intelli¬ 
gence  organization.  Here  again  he  refers  to  the  obstructioiist  tactics  of  the  State, 
War,  and  Navy  Departments,  which  prevented  Donovan’s  plan  from  being  adopted.  He 
points  out,  however,  that  the  plan  in  essence,  was  finally  adopted*  more  than  a  year 
^ater  wi-bh  the  establishment  of  the  MCA,  He  expresses  regret  because  the  NTA  was  not 
jito  be  ^ven  an  independent  budget,  saying  it  vras  thus  gravely  handicapped.  He  • 
ipointed  out  that  dominant  positions  wovild  be  held  by  State,  War,  and  Navy  representa- 
rtives,  and  that  it  wovild  be  difficult  to  recruit  con5>etant  civilians.  He  pointed 
lout  also  that  it  was  in^jrobable  that  busy  Secretaries  of  the  three  departments  could 
devote  sufficient  time  to  the  direction  of  the  NTA  and  that  as  a  result,  it  may 
decline  to  the  position  of  an  ineffective  coordiiiator  between  the  established 
intelligence  agencies  who  in  the  past  have  shown  marked  disinclination  to  coordinate. 


Bruce  condLudes  his  article  by  stressing  the  fact  that .an  espionage  and 
counterespionage  organization  demands  a  degree  of  technical  skill,  of  administrative 
ability,  and  knowledge  of  foreign^ languages,  customs  and  history  such  as  is  exacted 
by  no  other  professiori.  He  expresses  the  belief  that  the  charter  for  an  intelligence 
agency  must  be  ah  exclusive,  one  because  "competitive’  activities  by  other  departments 
or  agencies  make  the  necessary  secrecy  of  its  missions  icgjossible  and  enda^r  the 
security  and  even  the  liyes  of  its  operatives.'*  He  points  out  that  an  efficient, 
strategical  intelligence" agency  is  the  country’s  first  line  of  defense.
